NEED BUILDINGS 


University Has SI40,000 to Start 


On—Will Begin Work at 


Once. 


The university of Wisconsin will 


expend nearly $110,000 In new build- 
ings and additions uiirlng the year. 
Architect Jennings met with Presl- 
.-'.out-elect Van HIse and Acting Pres- 
ident Blrge late yesterday afternoon 
at .Madison and decided to place the 
new chemistry building ut tne cor- 
ner of University avenue and Char- 
ter streets, now occupied by the ten- 
nis courts. 
This Is several 'blocks 


from science hall and the majoruv 
of the buildings, but the expansion 
of the university requires tnat 
tile 


buildings 
be 
grouped scientifically, 


and, ns It Is believed, a new physics 
bulUIng will follow, the allied 
de- 


partments of chemistry and physics 
will bo kept together. 


Tne chemistry building Is to cost 


$100.000 and while Its plans are In a 
preliminary stage. It Is tue expecta- 
tion to -l-tilld a three story structure, 
.similar to main hall in architectural 
style, with facings of local stone. It 
the appropriations will permit. 


This building will house the de- 


partments of organic: and Inorganic 
che-.nlstry, with their various allied 
branches, and provision may also bo 
made In It for tho department of 
pharmacy. 
It will bo built on the 


unit system, employed In the 
con- 


strife!Ion of German 
laboratories, 


permitting 
the addition 
of 
wings 


with a minimum of expense when 
more room Is needed. 
Its auditor- 


ium will seat COO students. 


Tho only other Improvement 
of 


size will he the addition of a wing to 
the shop building, which will cost 
$ir..ooo. 
H will accommodate the 


electrical laboratories, now badly ov- 
ercrowded. 
The upper Moor ot the 


wing will 'bo used for Dr. Burgess' 
rapidly growing departments of ap- 
plied electro chemistry. Each piece 
of machinery In the new addition 
will be run with power supplied from 
Its own' motor, that the vibrations 
incident of the use of shaftings and 
beltings will be eliminated, making 
delicate experimental work a possi- 
bility. 


Tlie sum of $10.000 will be expend- 


ed on tlie remodeling of old south 
hall for the use of the bacteriological 
department, and an equal sum will 
bo spent In improvements at science 
hall.

Philippines brought to his widowed 
mother and other relatives In this 
city the first tidings of him received 
In thirteen years.

•which led to an Inquiry addressed 
to the police of tills city. 
A search 


Is being made for his heirs by an 
administrator of his estate. 
J. J. Rellly died recently, the <!ate 


Is not given, at Twin Peaks. Philip- 
pine Islands, of cholera. Papers left 
by him proclaimed him a member of 
the Omaha Carpenters' union and a 
former resident of Janesvllle. 
They 
also showed" that he still has rela- 
tives In this city, who arc the only 
heirs of whom Information has been 
received thus far. 


Said to be Wealthy 
Inquiries to find his relatives were 


Instituted by Frank A. Hanaphe, trea- 
surer of the Philippine archipelago, 
•who was appointed administrator to 
Rellly's estate, which Is. said to be 
considerable. 
Just how much It Is 
Is not known definitely, but It Is said 
to consist principally of deposits In 
the Hibernian bank of San Francisco. 
Several dispatches have been sent to 
Omaha with the hope of securing 
more definite facts. 
Fifteen years ago last March Mr. 


Rellly. then twenty-seven years 
or 


age. left Janesvllle 
for 
Omaha., 


•where he pursued the trade of a 
carpenter.
